President Roosevelt 
tvas the first person to be notified by 
the Russian government that Emperor 
Nicholas had ratified the treaty. 
As 
goon as the emperor's signature had 
been affixed to the instrument and be­ 
fore the treaty had Ic-en brought back 
from Peterhof for the countersignature 
of Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff, the 
news was scnt directly to the presi­ 
dent. 
The official notification to the 
French government, according to the 
foreign office, followed several hours 
later when Fount Lamsborff had com­ 
pleted the ratification by his signature. 
The government took 
no steps to 
make known to the people of Russia 
Lilt fact that the emperor had signed 
the treaty before the 
receipt of the 
official notifica un that the instrument 
had been ratified by the signature of

Petersburg demonstrations on a large 
scale took place lu re Sunday, the oc­ 
casion being the removal of the body 
of Prince Troubetskoy to the Nikolaf 
station for shipment to Miscow. 
Stu­ 
dents, workmen and spectators gather­ 
ed in thousands 
in the 
streets and 
demonstrators with red flags paraded 
boldly through the Nevsky Prospect, 
the* city’s main avenue. 
The crowds 
and the processions were several limes 
charged and dispersed by mounted po­ 
lice, but 
fortunately with no 
grave 
consequc nces. 
The most serious in­ 
juries reported are those sustained by 
two men who were slashed with sa­ 
bers. 
Firearms were not employed by 
the gendarmes or military, and though 
the first collision was provoked by a 
shot from the crowd and a few cases 
of stoning occurred, the crowds mani­ 
fested no inclination to resist the po­ 
lice and troops.
